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DAVID A. COLLINS SANCTIONED 

The Commission ordered public administrative proceedings against David A. Collin. 
under Sections l5(b) and 19(h) of the securities Exchange Act of 1934. Collins sub
mitted an Offer of Settlement which the Commission accepted. Collins, without admit
ting or denying the allegations in the Order, consented to the Co.-ission's Order 
Making Findings that he violated antifraud provisions of the securities laws and 
aided and abetted violations of the Commission's net capital and custoaer protection
rules. The Order found, and Collins admitted, that on October 27, he was permanently
enjoined from further committing or aiding and abetting similar violations. The Com
mission barred Collins from association with any broker, dealer, investment-adviser, 
investment company, or municipal securities dealer provided that after two years,
Collins may apply to become associated with the aforementioned as a supervised eaployee 
in a non-supervisory and non-proprietary capacity. (ReI. 34-23899) 

FIRST COLORADO INVESTMENTS AND SECURITIES, INC. SANCTIONED 

The Commission entered an Order Making Findings and Imposing Re..dial Sanctions against
First Colorado Investments and Securities, Inc., a Denver, Colorado broker-dealer. In 
entering the'Order, the'Commission accepted an Offer of Settlement submitted by Pirst 
Colorado in settlement of proceedings instituted October 30, 1985. By its offer 
First Colorado, without admitting or denying the allegations in the Order for Proceed
ings, consented to the Order finding violations of the net capital, books and records,
and early warning provisions of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934. ,Pirst Colorado 
consented to the revocation of its registration as a broker-dealer. (ReI. 34-23907) 

CIVIL PROCEEDINGS 

DONALD F. BILLHARDT, OTHERS ENJOINED 

The Atlanta Regional Office announced that on December 11 Judge David sentelle, u.s. 
District Court for the western District of North carolina, issued a Final Judgment of 
permanent Injunction against Donald F. Billhardt, of yorba Linda, California, Raymond
J. Zeman, Jr., of Hendersonville, North Carolina, and two companies they controlled, 
Capital systems Corporation, and First American Trust, both of Hendersonville. The 
defendants consented to the permanent Injunction, which prohibits future violations 
of the antifraud, securities registration, and btoker-dealer registration provisions 
of the securities laws, without admitting or denying the allegations of the cc.plaint. 

The December 8 complaint alleged that the defendants', in the offer and sale of proais
sory notes to the public, made misrepresentations and omitted to state material facts 
about, among other things, self-dealing, risks of· the' investment, and the financial 
condition of the issuers and guarantors. It also alleged that Capital, aided by
Billhardt and Zeman, acted as an unregistered broker-dealer in the sale of proaissory
notes of Financial & Business Services, Inc. (FBSI), formerly of Charlotte, NOrth 
Carolina. It further alleged that the defendants offered and sold promissory notes 
of FBSI or First American.when those issues of securities were not registered with 
the commission. (SEC v. Capital Systems Corporation, et al., WOMC, Asheville Division,
Civil Action NO. A-C-86-320). (LR-113l2) 



:e,GIUSEPPE B. TOME'S APPEAL DISMISSED 

On Nov~mber 25, the Second Circuit Court of Appeals granted the Commission's motion 
to dismiss an appeal taken by Giuseppe B. Tome from a judgment of injunction and dis
gorgemen't of profits entered against him in an action brought by the Commission [SEC
v. Tome, 638 F. Supp. 596, SDNY 1986). That judgment was based on a finding that 
Tome had violated the antifraud provisions of the securities laws by misappropriating 
and trading on material nonpublic information concerning a March 1981 tender offer by
Joseph E. Seagram & Co. for the stock of St. Joe Minerals Corp. TOme failed to 
respond to an indictment for securities and mail fraud in connection with his st. Joe 
trades. The appeal was dismissed on the ground that Tome, as a fugitive from justice
in a related criminal proceeding, cound not invoke the appellate court's jurisdiction.
A motion to dismiss an appeal filed by three panamanian corporations also found liable 
for trading on nonpublic information, on the ground that since these corporations were 
Tome's -alter egos- the fugitive from justice doctrine should extend to them, was 
denied. (SEC v. Giuseppe B. Tome, et a1., 2nd Cir., Appeals Nos. 86-6192, 86-6194,
and 86-6196). (LR-1l320) 

CRIMINAL PIOCEEDINIS . 

TWO FORMER PROVIDENCE CITY OFFICIALS CONVICTED 

The U.S. Attorney for the District of Rhode Island and the Boston Regional Office 
announced that on December 12 a jury sitting in Providence convicted Ronald H. Glanz,
former City solicitor of providence, and Michael Farina, former Director of Public 
properties of providence, on three counts of perjury and of obstruction of 3ustice. 
The charges arose out of an investigation initiated by the Commission of a bond offer
ing of $6 million in bonds offered and sold by the Rhode Island Industrial Facilities 
Corporation. The indictment alleged that Glanz and Farina committed perjury and 
obstructed the Commissicn's investigation and a subsequent grand jury investigation
concerning the circumstances surrounding the acquisition of property in Warwick,
Rhode Island, for the site for a waste disposal plant to be financed by the bond 
offering. Glanz and Farina face maximum sentences of 15 years in prison and $20,000
in fines. Chief U.S. District Judge Francis J. Boyle set February 3, 1987 for sen
tencing. (U.S. v. Ronald H. Glanz and Michael Farina, USDC DRI, CR No. 86-24, Decem
ber 31, 1986). (LR-1l311)
